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SSOMA  Negotiations  With  Dennis  Turnbull  re  the  Clinical 
Clerkship  Stipend 

This  past  feummer  the  student  section  of  the  Ontario  Medical 
Association*  working  with  the  Ontario  Federation  of  Medical 
Student  Societies  COFMSS)  eonduetad  negotiations  which 
resulted  in  the  clerkship  stipend  paid  to  fourth  year  stu¬ 
dents  being  raised  from  $1500  to  $2000.  However,  the  clerks 
in  other  provinces  are  eligible  for  government  grants  as 
well  as  a  stipend*  so  their  total  grant  considerably  exceeds 
what  we  receive.  The  average  assistance  for  the  other  pro¬ 
vinces  is  $4315 .  Manitoba  is  lowest  with  $3150  and  BC  is 
highest  with  $5300.  Compared  to  these  figures*  Ontario’s 
$2000  is  rather  pathetic. 

Greg  Bailey  and  Anne  Curtis*  from  the  SSOMA*  met  with 
Dennis  Turnbull  on  Mon  Oct  6  to  present  these  figures  and 
discuss  the  financial  situation  of  Ontario  medical  students. 

At  this  meeting  we  used  the  figures  quoted  .and  the  results 
of  the  SSOMA  Financial  Need  Survey  conducted  last  winter. 

These  results  showed? 

respondents  income  expenses  shortfall 
Final  Year  17%  $2350  and  $5794  $1944 

$1500  stipend 

Total-  all  years  41%  $3871  $5500  $1629 

Mr.  Turnbull  informed  us  that  the  stipend  will  rise  t© 

$2500  as  of  July  1*1981.  As  this  new  figure  still  leaves 
us  lagging  behind  the  other  provinces  we  are  continuing 
negotiations.  We  intend  to  have  the  results  of  a  new  Finan¬ 
cial  Survey  with  us  at  our  n ext  meeting  with  Mr.  Turnbull 
in  January.  These  surveys  will  be  ditributed  to  all  the 
classes  in  the  next  7  to  10  days.  Please  make  a  point  of 
filling  one  out.  When  our  figures  are  based  on  responses 
from  the  majority  of  students  w©  are  in  a  much  stronger 
bargaining  position.  We  need  your  suppoft  to  negotiate  affec¬ 
tively  on  your  behalf. 


For  an  annual  fee  of  $11  medical  students  can  become 
members  of  the  OMA.  For  this  fee,  they  receive  a  monthly  copy 
of  the  OMA  Journal  and  a  copy  of  the  CMA  Journal  every  two 
weeks.  They  also  get  all  the  newsletters  which  are  sent  to 
practising  physicians.  It!s  a  great  way  to  become  aware  of 
the  political  and  professional  issues  which  will  shape  your 
life  once  you  get  into  practise.  Membership  applications  will 
be  distributed  soon-join  the  association  and  find  out  what 
the  issues  are.
